of children to the

to the number of women of child bearing 
age. 


The rc.sult of the study shows that at 
the beginning of the 19th century 
tho 
children under' ten years of age consti- 
tuted one-third and at the end less than 
one-fourth of the to.tal population.

decrease In this proportion began as early
